Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District 
for  the  year,  1961. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  of  vital  statistics,  the  death 
rate,  birth  rate  and  infant  mortality  rates  in  the  district  correspond 
with  the  national  average. 

Tenders  have  been  let  for  sewage  disposal  schemes  in  the 
parishes  of  Bubwith,  Newport,  Gilberdyke  and  Foggathorpe.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  work  on  these  schemes  will  commence  early  in  1962.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor,  which  is  the  second  largest 
parish  in  your  District,  does  not  have  an  adequate  scheme  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal.  I would  suggest  that  there  is  urgent  need  for  a 
scheme  in  this  parish.  Other  parishes  which  require  schemes  are 
Eastrington,  Laxton,  Barmby  on  the  March  and  Kilpin. 

Steady  progress  continues  in  the  provision  of  houses,  and 
many  older  houses  have  been  made  fit  usually  with  the  aid  of  a grant 
scheme.  As  members  will  be  aware,  there  are,  within  the  District,  a 
considerably  number  of  bungalow  type  dwellings  constructed  mainly  of 
wood.  Many  of  these  houses  are  substandard  by  present  day  standards, 
and  are  not  capable  of  being  made  fit.  Mostly  they  are  owner  occupied. 

I feel  that  it  wall  become  necessary  to  have  regard  to  the  future  life 
of  these  structures. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  officials  for  all  their  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting,  for  your  consideration, 
a brief  report  concerning  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  your 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1561. 

Housing  General. 

Council  Houses: 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  following  were 

completed. 


Howden.  7 Plats  1 Shop 

At  the  year  end  there  was  under  construction 
Howden.  17  Plats  1 Shop 

The  completed  dwellings  were  three  flats  and  a shop  on 
the  Derwent  Estate  and  four  flats  were  as  a result  of  the  conversion 
of  the  Old  School  and  House,  21  and  23,  St.  John  Street,  Howden. 

At  the  31st  December,  1961,  the  total  of  post  war 
Council  Houses  and  Flats  in  the  District  was  513*  Thus  there  is  a 
total  of  693  Council  Houses  in  the  District. 

767  visits  were  made  to  Council  Houses  in  respect  of 
Maintenance  and.  orders  for  repairs  were  given  in  respect  of  1,212 
houses. 

Improvements  to  prewar  Council  Houses  were  carried  out 
to  the  following  houses.

These  improvements  were  for  the  provision  of  bathrooms, 
water  closets  and.  hot  water  systems. 

The  Council  also  erected,  a battery  of  12  garages  on 
spare  land,  at  Scuttlecroft  Lane,  Hcwden,  for  the  use  of  tenants 
on  the  Derwent  Estate  and  Hull  Road  areas. 

The  demand  for  garages  is  growing  every  year,  and  the 
problems  of  parking  in  estate  roads  is  now  acute. 

There  is  a case  for  the  provision  of  at  least  one  garage 
per  dwelling  in  all  future  housing  development,  either  by  the 
setting  aside  of  plots  for  battery  garages,  or  the  allocation  of 
sufficient  land  with  access  for  a car  for  each  dwelling  when 
laying  out  the  site. 

Private  Enterprise 


During  the  year  30  houses  were  erected  by  Private 
Enterprise  and  at  the  year  end  a further  13  were  in  the  course 
of  erection. 

Building  Byelaws,  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 

Application  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  179  cases 
were  submitted,  and  all  were  given  Byelaw  approval.  In  this  respect 
160  advisory  visits  were  made,  usually  on  site. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  were  150  less  Byelaw 
applications  and  this  was  due  entirely  to  the  majority  of 
properties  now  being  connected  to  main  sewerage  schemes  at  Howden 
and  North  Cave. 

Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
132  applications  were  received,  of  which  123  were  approved  and  nine 
refused.  These  refused  applications  related  to  2 dwellings,  one 
caravan,  four  advertisement  signs,  one  petrol  filling  station  and 
one  Commission  Agents  Office. 

During  the  year  building  and  drainage  inspections  were 
carried  out  on  all  new  work  and  work  relating  to  sewer  connections 
and  closet  conversions. 
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Housing 


During  the  year  19  houses  were  closed,  hy  formal,  and 
informal  action,  and  as  a result  of  these  and  previous  orders, 
lif  properties  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

In  the  same  period  136  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result 
of  informal  action  or  on  property  owners'  initiative,  usually 
with  the  aid  of  a grant  scheme. 

Improvement  G-rant. 

20  Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received  and 
approved  during  the  year,  and  in  each  case  inspections  carried 
out  and  written  advice  given  regarding  the  eligibility  for  grant 
and  the  works  on  which  grant  would  he  given. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  year  was  £5 ,806. 10s. 
Since  the  commencement  of  this  scheme  in  1950,  the  Council  have 
authorised  gi^ants  totalling  £38,750,  of  which  amount  £32,214.  10s. 
has  been  paid  up  up  to  December  31st,  1961. 

Standard  Grants. 


During  the  year  41  applicatiohs  for  Standard  Grants  were 
received,  all  were  approved  but  one  was  subsequently  withdrawn. 
These  related  to  provision  of  standard  amenities  of  a total 
maximum  of  £3,870  for  the  provision  of  41  W.C's.,  21  baths, 

23  washbasins,  20  hot  water  systems  and  9 foodstores. 

£3,047  2s.  3b.  was  paid  during  the  year  for  provision  of 
33  W.C's,  16  baths,  19  washbasins,  16  hot  water  systems  and 
six  foodstores  at  38  properties.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  figures  given  for  North  Cave  do 
not  entirely  correspond  with  those  given  in  previous  years,  this 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  figures  previously  used  were  those  of  the 
original  survey,  and  some  properties  included  in  that  survey 
cannot  be  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Draining  - General 

The  Council  continued  to  cleanse  dykes  at  Howden,  Laxton, 
Asselby,  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor,  Newport  and  Ellerton. 

All  new  drainage  systems  are  tested  and  inspected. 

Sewerage  Plants. 

The  number  of  Council  Estate  sewerage  plants  remained 
at  seven,  and  these  are  three  pumping  stations  and  a partial 
treatment  works  in  connection  with  the  Howden  scheme. 

Difficulty  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of  sludge  was 
experienced  at  the  treatment  works,  and  the  matter  has  now  been 
placed  with  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  for  additional 
sludge  beds.

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  pail  closets  over  the 
past  four  years  has  been  remarkable  and  gratifying.  It  is  due 
to  (a)  the  provision  of  proper  sewers  in  the  built-up  areas 
(b)  to  the  grants  made  available  by  the  council  and  (c)  to  the 
demand  by  the  countryman  for  a standard  of  amenity  in  his 
dwelling  comparable  to  that  available  in  the  Urban  areas. 

Where  there  is  no  public  sewer,  septic  tank  draining 
is  used,  the  tank  being  a standard  design  approved  by  the 
River  Boards  concerned. 


Public  Cleans:'. ng 

The  separate  collection,  ef  cofuse  continued  during  the 
year.  Great  difficulties  were  encountered  in  maintaining  a 
weekly  service,  due  to  serious  labour  difficulties,  and  dry 
refuse  collection  v/as,  on  occasions,  dela3^ed  in  order  to  enable 
closets  and  fortnightly  collections  to  be  maintained. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

The  report  on  Slaughterhouses  submitted  to  the  Minister 
was  approved  during  the  year  and  the  appointed  day  fixed  v/as 
January,  1962. 

Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  ten  slaughterhouses, 
one  Knackers  Yard  and  28  slaughtermen.

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Water  Supply 


The  number  of  burst  mains  repaired  during  the  year 
totalled  43. 

66  new  connections  to  the  main  we re  made  during  the  year, 
there  being  38  domestic  and  28  for  other  purposes. 

Supply 


The  supply  of  water  was  adequate  except  during  late 
spring  and  December. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  the  lack  of  rainfall  led 
to  an  increase  in  consumption,  that  extended  the  supplies  available 
to  the  limit. 

This  position  was  accentuated  by  the  break  in  the  6"  main 
across  the  River  Ouse  caused  by  a collision.  Repairs  were  not 
carried  out  until  July,  when  Goole  supplies  were  restored. 

Similarly  in  December,  heavy  frosts  and  consequent 
wastage  with  the  thaw,  resulted  in  some  temporary  difficulties. 

Proposed  Works. 

The  scheme  to  provide  a further  5*80/000  gallon  reservoir 
at  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor  and  lay  additional  8”  and  10”  mains 
from  Shiptonthorpe  to  Holme  villqge  was  approved  by  the  Council, 
and  the  contract  let  before  the  end  of  the  year.  This  scheme 
included  the  purchase  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Ex,  Air  Ministry 
water  tower  at  Breighton,  which  will  overcome  the  difficulties  in 
supply  in  the  Bubwith  area. 

Consumption 


Consumption  continued  to  rise  during  the  year,  due  in 
large  part  to  the  increase  in  amenities  to  existing  houses  as 
described  elsewhere  in  the  report,  and  to  the  provision  of  new- 
housing.  The  extraction  from  the  Newbald  Bores  was  the  highest 
ever  recorded.
